Missing In Actio n’ News 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 20 — The W’ar departm ent sought today to 
find some method of easing the uncertainty which grips parents and 
relatives of American servicemen reported “m issing in action." 
M ilitary officials, It was learned, have been giving painstaking at­ 
tention to the problem following the appeal of 40 K ansas City mothers 
and fathers a few days a^o for more inform ation concerning their 
sons. 
Proposals have been made th a t the present curt “m issing in action" 
telegram s be followed up by a letter giving bereaved relatives a more 
— 
, detailed explanation of the diffi­ 
culties in obtaining subseq uent in­ 
form ation concerning men missing 
in battle. 
Another suggestion has been ad­ 
vanced th a t the “logs" of aircraft 
returning from missions over en­ 
emy territo ry be scanned for in­ 
form ation about missing planes j 
and crew' m embers so th a t any ad­ 
ditional facts can be relayed to the 
next of kin. 
In the latest report cm American 
casualties by the OWI, a total of 
32,9 05 men was reported “missing 
in action."

CUBAN MET STALIN

ASHINGTON — Secretary Hull might 
have got some interesting pointers 
for his Moscow trip from Cuban Ambassa­ 
dor Concheso, only Latin American diplo­ 
m at who has m et Stalin. 
Brilliant Senor Concheso is both Cuban 
ambassador to the U. S. A. and Cuban min­ 
ister to Soviet Russia. Recently he came 
back from a visit to the Soviet capital dur­ 
ing which he presented his credentials to 
Foreign Minister Molotov, and expressed 
the polite hope th a t he might also call 
upon Stalin. Knowing th at Stalin was one 
of the busiest men in the world, however, 
Concheso did not press the point and ac­ 
tually did not expect to see him. 
So he almost fell out of his ballet seat 
one night when someone tapped him on the 
shoulder and told him th a t Stalin would 
see him in 20 minutes. How' Stalin knew 
the Cuban diplomat was enjoying the fa ­ 
mous Moscow' ballet, Concheso did not 
know'. In fact, be thought at first th at 
someone was playing & practical joke. 
However, he w’as told th a t a motor 
would call for him a t the theatre in 15 
minutes, and he should be ready. Concheso 
consulted a British diplomat, also present 
at the ballet, who told him th at the man 
wTho had tapped him on the shoulder w'as 
the Russian chief of protocol, so he had 
better be ready. 
It was May, but zero w eather in Mos­ 
cow. How'ever, Ambassador Concheso did 
not find it cold in the Kremlin. (Churchill 
wore a zipper-suit when he called on Stalin, 
and Mrs. Hull has been worrying on behalf 
of her husband about the cold in the Krem­ 
lin.) Only tw'o officers guarded Stalin. One 
officer m et the Cuban at the entrance of 
the building and escorted him to Stalin’s 
office. There he w’as met by another offi­ 
cer who took him the rest of the w ay. There 
w'as no p^mp or ceremony.

GENIAL JOSEF 
Stalin himself was not fierce, but kindly 
and genial. His eyes, according to Ambas­ 
sador Concheso are deep and penetrating, 
but with wrinkles of humor in the comers. 
The Soviet premier seemed surprisingly 
w'ell-posted on Cuban problems, knew' 
something about its labor law s and its econ­ 
omic q uestions. However, he was not fa ­ 
miliar w'ith Cuban-U. S. relations and 
seemed to think that Cuba was still polit­ 
ically dependent on the U. S. A. The am ­ 
bassador explained th a t the Platt am end­ 
ment had been abrogated and Cuba now' 
enjoyed complete freedom. 
Stalin also rem arked th at there was 
one American country, Argentina, which 
still cooperated with the Axis and sug­ 
gested th a t it was about time the United 
States took Argentina in tow' and forced it 
to join up with the Allies. He was q uite pos­ 
itive about this, and seemed definitely un­ 
der the impression th a t the United States 
had complete control of the entire Ameri­ 
can continent. 
Ambassador Concheso explained that 
only w’as Argentina distant from the United 
States but th at the U. S. A. took pains to 
respect the independence of Latin Ameri­ 
can states. 
The interview lasted about 45 minutes.

Magazine Articles Reviewed

jecta appearing in the magazines. 
The monthly magazines seem to 
feel that publishing such articles 
fills a popular demand. So here 
goes. 
The “American Mercury” al­ 
ways publishes sound and sensible 
medical advice. This month there 
is an article by Dr. Robert H. 
Feldt on tobacco. Does smoking 
cause high blood pressure? Does 
tobacco make you nervous? Should 
a nursing mother smoke? 
The answers: (1) Life Exten­ 
sion Institute doctors examined 
1,800 insurance policy holders. Of 
the 1,29 2 who were habitual smok­ 
ers the average blood pressures 
were 121, systolic, 78, diastolie. Of 
the 49 6 non-users the averages 
were 121, systolic, 76, diastolie. 
Certainly no difference that means 
anything. 
Smoking and Nervousness 
(2) 3.8 per cent of the non- 
smokers admitted they were nerv­ 
ous and 6.7 per cent of the smokers 
had this complaint. But the inves­ 
tigators suggest that perhaps the 
cart is before the horse and that 
the smokers smoke because they 
are nervous. 
(3) Moderate smoking has no 
effect on childbearing or on the 
health of the children. Dr. Potter, 
of Buffalo, writes: “Being a non- 
smoker myself, I have looked for 
bad effects as to milk supply and 
poorly developed children, but af­ 
ter a long period of observation I 
have failed to find any injurious 
effects.” 
Another article in the same issue 
of the magazine is on the new eye 
treatments of William H. Bates, 
ballyhooed by Aldous Huxley. Mr. 
Bates’ idea is that eye glasses are 
not only unnecessary, but actually 
harmful, and he advises eye exer­ 
cises such as blinking, shifting 
vision, palming or covering the eye 
to restore normal vision. 
Of course, there is a small grain 
of truth in what he says, and in­ 
discriminate use of glasses is silly. 
I would judge that four-fifths of 
the children of school age who 
wear glasses do not need them, 


but I do not know that they do any 
harm. While to deprive a badly 
near-sighted or far-sighted child 
of glasses is little less than 
criminal. 
The tendency for such doctrines 
as Bates’ is that people will not 
go to oculists and hence a number 
of people with cataract, glaucoma 
and serious eye disease go on until 
the condition is incurable. 
Then many cases of visual diffi­ 
culty in childhood get better with 
the onset of age. We all know 
people with myopia who couldn’t 
see the arithmetic lesson as kids 
without strong lenses, but who 
threw them ail away at the age of 
50 when the lens began to get less 
elastic. 
One of the most important les­ 
sons about life is mentioned by 
Mr. Robinson, the author of this 
article. “People vary greatly in 
their reactions to their illnesses. 
One person suffering from an at­ 
tack of bronchitis will go to bed 
and remain an invalid for a month. 
Another will pay little attention 
to it and continue his normal rou­ 
tine until the attack passes off. 
Similarly one person with a re­ 
fractive error of 4 diopters may be 
able to see perfectly well without 
glasses. Another with the same 
refractive error will complain of 
headaches, dizzy spells, and can 
never get glasses that satisfy him. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
Mrs. J. E.: Is there a cure for 
tuberculosis of the kidney, or does 
the kidney have to come out? Are 
t.b. germs hard to find in this con­ 
dition? 
Answer: You ask q uestions that 
req uire a grsat deal of judgment 
and personal knowledge of the 
case. Cases differ so much. I have 
known many cases of tuberculosis 
of the kidney to recover sponta­ 
neously. It is usually very difficult 
•to recover tubercle bacilli from 
the urine even in a positive case. 


Mrs. J. G.: Is there any virtue 
in taking olive oil and lemon juice 
for gall atones? Can they be dis­ 
solved ? 
Answer: This Is an old q uack 
stunt. The olive oil saponifies, or 
forms lumps in the intestines (if 
you take enough of it) and these 
lumps look like stones. The q uacks 
show them to you and tell you 
they are stones. If you start to 
wash your hands with them, you 
find they are simply soap. Gall­ 
stones have never been dissolved.

Magazine Articles Reviewed

WE ANNOUNCED a few weeks

jects appearing in the magazines. 
The monthly magazines seem to 
feel that publishing such articles 
fills a popular demand. So here 
goes. 
Ths “American Mercury” al­ 
ways publishss sound and sensible 
medical advice. This month there 
is an article by Dr. Robert H. 
Feldt on tobacco. Does smoking 
cause high blood pressure? Does 
tobacco make you nervous? Should 
a nursing mother smoke? 
The answers: (I) Life Exten­ 
sion Institute doctors examined 
1,800 insurance policy holders. Of 
the 1.292 who were habitual smok­ 
ers the average blood pressures 
were 121, systolic, 78. diastolic. Of 
the 496 non-users the averages 
were 121, systolic, 76, diastolic. 
Certainly no difference that means 
anything. 
Smoking and Nsrvonsneea 
(2) 3.8 per cent of the non­ 
smokers admitted they were nerv­ 
ous and 6.7 per cent of the smokers 
had this complaint. But the inves­ 
tigators suggest that perhaps the 
cart is before the horse and that 
the smokers smoke because they 
are nervous. 
(8) Moderate smoking has no 
effect on childbearing or on the 
health of the children. Dr. Potter, 
of Buffalo, writes: “Being a non­ 
smoker myself, I have looked for 
bad effects as to milk supply and 
poorly developed children, but af­ 
ter a long period of observation I 
have failed to find any injurious 
effects.” 
Another article in the same issue 
of the magazine is on the new eye 
treatments of William H. Bates, 
ballyhooed by Aldous Huxley. Mr. 
Bates’ idea is that eye glasses ara 
not only unnecessary, but actually 
harmful, and he advises eye exer­ 
cises such as blinking, shifting 
vision, palming or covering the eye 
to restore normal vision. 
Of course, there is a small grain 
of truth in what he says, and in­ 
discriminate use of glosses is silly. 
I would judge that four-fifths of 
the children of school age who 
wear glasses do not need them, 


but I do not know that they do any 
harm. While to deprivt a badly 
near-sightec* or far-sighted child 
of gla?ses is little less than 
criminal. 
The tendency for such doctrines 
as Bates’ is that people will not 
go to oculists and hence a number 
of people with cataract, glaucoma 
and serious eye disease go on until 
th#* condition is incurable. 
Then many cases of visual diffi­ 
culty in childhood get better with 
the onset of age. We all know 
people with myopia who couldn’t 
see the arithmetic lesson as kids 
without strong lenses, but who 
threw them all away at the age of 
50 when the lens began to get less 
elastic. 
One of the most important les­ 
sons about life is mentioned by 
Mr. Robinson, the author of this 
article. “People vary greatly in 
their reactions to their illnesses. 
One person suffering from an at­ 
tack of bronchitis will go to bed 
and remain an invalid for a month. 
Another will pay little attention 
to it and continue his normal rou­ 
tine until the attack passes off. 
Similarly one person with a re­ 
fractive error of 4 diopters may be 
able to see perfectly well without 
glasses. Another with the same 
refractive error will complain of 
headaches, dizzy spells, and can 
never get glasses that satisfy him. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
Mrs. J. E.: Is there a cure for 
tuberculosis of the kidney, or does 
the kidney have to come out? Are 
t.b. germs hard to find in thia con­ 
dition ? 
Answer: You ark questions that 
require a grsat deal of judgment 
and personal knowledge of the 
case. Cases differ so much. I have 
known many cases of tuberculosis 
of the kidney to recover sponta­ 
neously. It is usually very difficult 
to recover tubercle bacilli from 
the urine even in a positive cass. 


Mrs. J. G.: Is there any virtue 
in taking olive oil and lemon juice 
for gall atones? Can they be dis­ 
solved ? 
Answer: This Is an old quack: 
stunt. The olive oil saponifies, or 
forms lumps in the intestines (if 
you Uke enough of it) and these 
lumps look like stones. The quacks 
show them to you and tell you 
they are stones. If you sUrt to 
wash your hands with them, you 
find they are simply soap. Gall­ 
stones have never been dissolved.

BANKER’S R O L E 
IN 
FARM 
WORK 
T O BE VIEWED 


Phi! S. Eckert, senior agricul­ 
tural economist of the Federal Re­ 
serv e Bank of Clev eland, will ad­ 
dress Group 4 of the Ohio Bankers 
Association at its annual meeting 
Wednesday ev ening, October 27 , in 
Chillicothe. His subject will be 
'Agriculture and Farm Credit in 
Wartime.” 
On Thursday ev ening, October 
28 , Mr. Eckert will speak before 
another group of the Ohio Bankers 
Association along similar lines ct 
Zanesv ille. 
His discussion will cov er the ma­ 
jor phases of current trends in the 
demand for, and supply of, farm 


credit. He ex pects to outline the 
factors inv olv ed in the decline of 
loans outstanding from country 
banks and the relation of this 
trend to the rapid increase in farm 
prices and agricultural income. 
He will analy ze the v olume of 
farm production in the light of In­ 
creased demand and time deposits 
in country banks—which increase 
is one of the major wartime dev el­ 
opments with regard to banking 
generally . 
Mr. Eckert will key his remarks 
to local conditions prev alent in 
central Ohio, since this area nat­ 
urally Is of greatest interest to the 
bankers who will be present.
